GLAUCOMA is a v ery serious 
d isease of the ey es, but, accord in g 
to Dr. Ed win W. Dy ar of In d ian ­ 
apolis, it should n ot be con sid ered 
as an alway s hopeless con d ition . 
That is, it d oes n ot n ecessarily 
cause blin d n ess. If patien ts would 
on ly go to their d octors at the first 
sign of ey e trouble an d if d octors 
are alway s on the alert for it, so 
that it can be d iagn osed early an d 
treated properly , its ill effects may 
be ward ed off. 
There is alway s some pressure 
of the fiuid in the fron t part of the 
ey eball but when this pressure is 
in creased bey on d the n ormal, then 
glaucoma results. In its acute 
form, glaucoma causes a great 
d eal of red n ess of the ey eball, d ue 
to con gestion of the blood v essels. 
The pupil or open in g in the ey e­ 
ball is d ilated or in creased in size. 
There is a great d eal of pain 
aroun d the ey e, an d speed y loss of 
v ision . 
An other Form 
In an other form kn own as the 
compen sated ty pe there may be 
few, if an y , sy mptoms. The pupil 
is n ormal in size; the v ision is 
fairly good an d there is n either 
red n ess of the ey e, apr pain . This 
con d ition comes on grad ually . The 
patien t often complain s of a halo 
or colored ray s 
aroun d lights.

In the 
treatm en t, a careful search should 
be mad e for an y in fection s in the 
bod y an d these should be cleared 
up when possible. The fluid s taken 
should be red uced . Excessiv e ex­ 
citemen t should be forbid d en . Fe- 
d ativ e or quietin g d rugs may be 
employ ed as n ecessary an d , of 
course, prescribed by the phy si­ 
cian in the right d ose. There are

my olics which can be employ ed to 
help ov ercome the d ifficulty . The 
kin d used an d the frequen cy , will 
be d ecid ed by the ey e specialist. 
A patien t with glaucoma of this 
ty pe should be un d er the con stan t 
care of the phy sician , who will 
keep him in the best possible phy s­ 
ical con d ition , while the ey e spe­ 
cialist will observ e the progress of 
the glaucoma an d also d ecid e what 
specific treatm en t for it is n eces­ 
sary .
